Sales Tax Collected 

Spring rield. 111., Fob. 14— 
City sales taxes collected in 
December. 15)02. on Novem- 
ber liability grossed $5.1170,- 
HflO and county sales taxes 
for the same period grossed

The 
net amount certified to coun- 
ties was $348,318. >

A hot issue in Congress, 
which Is not publicized across 
the nation, is that of "home 
rule" for the District of Co- 
lumbia. At present, the City 
of Washington and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia are gov- 
erned by three commisloners 
appointed by the President of 
the United States. The funds 
for the District and for the 
programs administered by 
the commissioners arc pro- 
vided by Acts of the Con- 
gress, This procedure lias 
been followed since 1070 and 
is predicated upon Article I, 
Section 8. of the Constitu- 
tion which provides that "The 
Congress shall have power 
. ... to exercise exclusive 
legislation in all cases what- 
soever, over such District." 

The Constitutional provi- 
sion yields to the principle 
that lite Congress "may" dele- 
gate lis authority to a locally 
elected mayor and city coun- 
cil. Indeed, from the year 
1002. until 1070, the City of 
Washington enjoyed almost 
complete "home rule" Includ- 
ing the right during most or 
this period to elect its own 
mayor and aldermen. 

With the 23rd Amendment 
to the Constitution granting 
lo citizens of Washington. D. 
C. the right to vote for Pres- 
ident and Vice President, 
many of these sanle voters 
wonder why they are de- 
prived of the right to select 
their own local officials. 

The Constitutional direc- 
tional jurisdiction of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia suggests 
that the area where our Na- 
tion's Capitol is situated shall 
belong to all the citizens of 
Hie nation. Indeed, one may 
ask whether authority over 
this area should not rest with 
our Illinois citizens, as well as 
w i t h all other citizens, 
through Iheir Representative 
in Congress, 

Tl is charged in some quar- 
ters that the opposition to 
"home rule" is based on "rac- 
ial prejudice," as more than 
fifty per cent of Washington's 
population is reported to be 
non-white. The presence of 
this feeling among some op- 
ponents cannot be discount- 
ed. On the oilier hand, if 
this were the major obstacle, 
it would not lake much in- 
genuity to devise a plan fur 
'■home rule" which wontd 
avoid domination by any one 
racuil group of a city council. 
Hut there is more (hah tint 
to the Issue, and a thoughtful 
decision on the subject should 
he made on I he merits and 
without prejudice of any 
kind. 

The stake of our national 
government and of all our 
nation's people in the City of 
Washington, D. C. is great 
indeed. It Is a slake which 
belongs to tiie nation as a

Women 

How to Force Early- 
Flowering Shrubs 

URRANA — Plan to cut 
branches of early-flowering 
shrubs Tor forcing six to 
eight weeks before normal 
blooming time, recommends 
University of Illinois floricul- 
turist (1. M. Fosler. 

llefore Ibis time the flower 
buds will not be sufficiently 
developed lo give good re- 
sults.' 

To encourage flowering, 
Fosler suggests these steps: 
Split or pound the stems of 
{he branches to help them 
lake up water. Place the 
branches in a deep container 
of warm water (about 05 to 
7() degrees F.) Keep in a 
semi-cool area with moderate 
light and as high a humidity 
as possible until Hie flowers 
appear. 

Supply additional moisture 
lo tlie ' branches daily by 
spraying or sprinkling them, 
A small hand sprayer or 
laundry sprinkler works welt 
for this purpose. 

Change the water in (he 
container every few days. 
unco a week, cut one-half 
inch from the base of the 
stems, preferably at an angle. 
To speed up flowering, 
plunge tlie steins daily into 
hot water (100 to lit) degrees 
l\i and let the. water cool 
naluralty. On . the other 
hand, if the flowers are com- 
ing loo fast, move them to a 
cooler room. IhiL at what- 
ever Temperature you keep 
the branches, avoid abrupt 
change's during tlie forcing 
process. 

Fosler points out that,, al- 
though forsytlda is, perhaps 
the most common early flow- 
ering shrub, it is not the only 
one that will work. Others 
that can be forced are crab- 
applo. dogwood, flowering or 
Japanese quince, retlbud. 
bridal wreath, flowering al- 
mond and pussywillow.

The new plan of the Illi- 
nois Public j Aid Commission 
for i installment payment of 
public aid allowances will 
add about $8,250 | a month to 
the: coat of preparing and 
mailing the cheeks, Michael 
J. Hewlett, Auditor of Public 
Accounts, estimated, today. 

Under the new 1PAC policy 
recipients of allowances up to 
$130 will receive theirs in a 
single cheek, as heretofore, 
but allotments of $131 
through 9255 will be sent In 
two mailings and larger al- 
lotments in three mailings. 

Howlett said the 1PAC has 
informed liim 55,000 addi- 
tional checks per month must 
be prepared and mailed by 
the Auditor's office under the 
plan. He estimated the ad- 
ditional cost to the Auditor's 
own appropriation at about 
$2,475. 

It costs the Auditor's of- 
fice roughly 10 cents per 
check to do the work, How- 
lett said. The federal gov- 
ernment reimburses the Au- 
ditor's office for 4Vt cents 
per check. Warrants are 
sent by first-class mail, a 
nickel per mailing. The 
Auditor's office holds the 
postage meter, which is filled 
up with postage monthly by 
the IPAC.
